JAPANESE GET 
REVERSAL: 1,000 
SOLDIERS DIE 


Repulses Claimed Along 
Railway Line As Heavy 


Battles Fought 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 31—Chinese 
dispatches from the  Tientsin- 
Pukow railway front today as- 
serted 1,000 Japanese soldiers had 
been killed in heavy fighting 
which resulted in a severe Japan- 
ese repulse. 


Engagements were reported from | 
many points along the railw ay | 
south of the vital junction with the 
Lunghai line at Suchow, but the 
main action occurred at Ming- 
kwang, about 125 miles south of 
Suchow. 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 31.—Three 
thousand Chinese soldiers last 
night were reported slaughtered 
in smashing Japanese victories on 
the two principal warfronts and 
rot guerilla combat west of Shang- 


A decisive battle was developing 
from a series of sanguinary skir- 
mishes in the Lunghai railway front 
where cold and sleet gripped plains, 
river valleys and mountain lands. 
The railway runs from the upper 
Kiangsu province coast into the 
heart of China. 


JAP REPORT 


A Japanese army spokesman, dis- 
closing operations of 
hours, said “at least 3,000 Chinese” 
were killed on the southern side of 
the Lunghai front and in the Wuhu 
and Suchow areas of the Yangtse 
river valley south of the “life-line” 
battlegrounds. 

Several thousand other Chinese 
scattered and fled before the Jap- 
anese thrusts, the spokesman re- 
ported. 

The Japanese said their forces 
encountered 5,000 Chinese west of 
Minghwang along the Tientsin- 
Pukow railway some 100 miles 
southeast of its junction with the

RECORD FOR 
NON-LANDING 
TEST SOUGHT 


Present Mark Held By 
Crew of Soviet Trans- 
Polar Fliers

LONDON, Jan. 31.—Recurring 
feports that projected British 
plans to tackle the world’s long- 
Gistance non-stop flying record 
might be abandoned have been 
effectively silenced by the air 
ministry with appointment of per- 
sonnel for the test, 

Eight commissioned and_ four 
non-commissioned officers of the 
Royal Air Force have been nom- 
inated for a course of special train- 
ing under direction of Wing-Com- 
mander O. R. Gayford. former 
holder of the long-range record 
The present non-stop mark of 6300 
miles is held by Russian airmen, 
who flew from Moscow to Califor- 
nia last July. 

ROUTE TO SINGAPORE - 

In an attempt to regain the title 
Gayford has plotted a tentative 
course from Cranwell airdrome in 
Lincolnshire across Germany, Po- 
land, and southern Russia to Singa- 
pore, a distance of approximately 
7,300 miles. A second non-stop 
flight of 4,500 miles would take the 
fliers to Sydney, Australia. 

The takeoff is expected to be 
made early in April to get the 
machines into Sydney in time to 
participate in the 150th anniver- 
sary celebrations of New South 
Wales. 

When the flight was first mooted 
late in 1937, the Vickers “Welles- 
ley’ standard-type bomber was 
named as the likely choice on the 
strength of its general performance 
tests. The air ministry has now 
made that selection official. Three 
of these machines are at present 
being constructed and fitted with 
special equipment and extra fuel 
tanks. 

IMPROVE RUNWAY 

Improvements are being made to 
takeoff runway at Cranwell, one 
of the largest airdromes in the Un- 
ited Kingdom. It has a grass run- 
way 3,000 yards long, with the first 
250 yards paved. 

As the special long-range craft 
will be loaded to 4,000 or 5,000 
pounds in excess of normal max- 
imum service weight of 12,500 
pounds, the treated runway is be- 
ing extended for nearly a mile. 

Powered with a single Bristol 
Pegasus two-speed super-charged 
engine, the Wellesley is capable of 
a maximum level speed of 228 miles | 
an hour. With favorable weather 
conditions, Gayford hopes to make | 
the Singapore hop with 45 hours, 
but distance and not time, he said, 
will be the main goal.

THE MAJOR AGAIN 

Major Douglas appears to have appointed 
himself advisor-in-géneral to any and all pro- 
vincial governments on ways and means for 
pulling the Dominion of Canada to pieces. 


Any provincial government which aspires to 
wrest some long-recognized power from the na- 
tional government can count on cabled advice 
and encouragement from Fig Tree Court as to 
how it can best promote the process of dis- 
integration and speed the progress of sectional 
cleavage. Any which wishes to block the way to 
federal action in a matter of nation-wide interest 
with which the provinces show no intention of 
dealing, is equally sure of applause from the 
same quarter. 


That legal and judicial opinion over the 
course of seventy years has supported the federal 
claim to authority does not count with the all- 
knowing Major. That practical and obvious con- 
siderations demand the existence of a superior 
central governinent if Canada is to remain a 
nation, is not of importance to him. He doesn’t 
live in Canada. Why care if ts constitution is dis- 
rupted, its power to deal with nation-wide dif- 
ficulties paralysed, its people split into geo- 
gtaphical groups? 

The Major's latest offer of insurrectionary 
advice is tendered Premier Duplessis of 
Quebec, who of all provincial premiers needs 
it least. And who in any other circumstances 
would promptly cable the Major to mind his

Major Douglas is entitled to tell the Gevern- 
ment of Alberta how to set up a Social Credit 
system and pay the $25 a month dividends he 
has said can be paid to the people of this prov- 
ince.

THEY CAME BACK 

A friend in England sends The Albertan a 
clipping (evidently from the Manchester edition 
of The Daily Express) which tells of an Alberta 
family returning to this province, apparently to 
get warm, 

Mr. Arthur Bean (it is narrated) brought 
his family six thousand miles from Alberta to 
Middlesbrough, found it was too cold—and the 
people too cold—so now he’s taking them back 
again. He used to live at Eston, near Middles- 
brough, but twelve years ago went farming in 
Alberta. His wife and seven-year-old daughter, 
Ida, went with him. Two months ago they re- 
turned to England, hoping to settle down. But 
they found all their old friends had grown up. 
Did not know them. They could not get a house 
to suit them, either. And the cold! “It’s colder in 
a Yorkshire farmhouse than in my old hotne in 
Grande Prairie at 40 below,” says Mr. Bean. So 
with Mrs. Bean and nineteen-year-old Ida he is 
on the liner Montrose, outward bound from 
Liverpool—for Christmas in Alberta. 

The Albertan’s correspondent, incidentally 
is another of those who went home “to stay” 
not very long ago and apparently her coming 
back to the West is now simply a matter of 
decision.—Calgary Albertan. 


EDMONTON EAST 

The vacancy created in the federal con- 
stituency of Edmonton East by the death of Dr. 
W. S. Hall will afford another opportunity of 
testing the strength of Social Credit in Alberta, 
Doctor Hall was elected as a Social Credit mem- 
ber in 1935, his vote being 5,721 out of a total 
vote cast of 16,203. There were five other can- 
didates, one of them another Social Credit entry. 
Altogether the S.C. vote on that occasion was 
6,099. Barring another wide splitting of the vote 
by the presence of many candidates, the Aber- 
hart entry will have little chance of winning but 
the vote may show whether the S.C. has grown 
or decreased in that area. 

The constituency includes approximately 
half of Edmonton and extends beyond the city 
limits for a distance of 15 or 18 miles in mostly 
rich farming country. But the great bulk of 
population lies within the city. The contest will 
be, therefore, a testing of the position of S.C. 
in the city where the campaign against it has 
been most vigorous. 

The riding was set up in 1906 when the old 
constituency of Edmonton was divided. Prior to 
that year Edmonton voted Liberal consistently, 
electing the late Hon. Frank Oliver. After the 
divison Mr. Oliver continued to be elected in 
West Edmonton which was considered the 
Stronger seat. 

In the last 20 years Edmonton East has not 
remained faithful to any political faith. In 1917 
it returned a union member. In 1921 it elected 
a Progressive. In 1925 a Conservative was its 
choice. In 1926 a Liberal squeezed in by a nar- 
row majority. In 1930 it returned to the Con- 
ative faith and in 1935 it elected Doctor Hall, 
by a minority vote.—Saskatoon Star- 


THE LIBERAL VIEW 

Evidently the Quebec government is going 
to undertake to clamp down on Communism 
even more sharply that it has been doing over 
the past year, under the leadership of the Union 
Nationale administration of Premier Duplessis 
The Speech from the Throne at the opening of 
the session just getting under way makes this 
clear enough 

The sp promises a no-quarter warfare 
against Cor nism, which has been termed 
“public enemy No. 1” by Mr. Duplessis. The 
speech declared compromise with Communism 
is out of the question. New anti-Communist 
legislation, it was indicated, will be proposed as 
companion weapons to the present “padlock 
law,” authorizing closing of places where Com- 
munist dostrines are uttered. “War against this 
of our institutions and traditions will 
be waged relentlessly,” said the speech, and 
for the purpose legislature will be asked to 
approve reorganization of the provincial police, 
who, a despatch notes, have been striking almost 
daily at suspected sources of Communist propa- 
ganda, with raids, seizures and padlocking. 

Not a few may doubt more than already 
if legislation of this sort is golng to get the re- 
sults evidently hoped for. One doubts very 
much if any creed or view or doctrine—any 
conviction of any sort—can be legislated out of 
exis ce 

It strikes that Dr. Duplessis by his 
action, instead of defeating Communism, may 
be doing not a little to strengthen it. He may 
strengthen it even in Quebec, though in an 
underground way, of course. He may strengthen 
this creed elsewhere. He may very easily win 
for Communism elsewhere Canada 
and in the world at large. Quebec will be held 
up to the rest of Canada and to the world at 
large as a “horrible example” of anti-Communist 
persecution. Movements frequently tend to 
popularize themselves under the inspiration of 
martyrdom or suggestions of it.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

Although adhesions may form in many parts 
of the body, the term adhesions is usually limited 
to those in the intestinal tract, affecting chiefly 
the large intestine or colon. When such adhe- 
sions are present they may cause a marked in- 
terference with the normal working of the colon, 
and such interference is one of the most im- 
portant causes of continued ill-health. 


These intestinal adhesions are far more com- 
mon than is generally realized and practically 
every person sick enough to go to a doctor will 
be found to have them to some extent. Gen- 
erally, the severe adhesions are more likely to 
be found in women than in men. 


The popular idea is that adhesions result only 
from operations but I do not find this to be true, 
as it has been my experience that adhesions are 
caused by inflammation far more often than by 
operations. In fact, I believe that most of the 
good results coming from certain types of sur- 
gery come from the surgeon cutting through the 
adherent tissue binding the affected areas—thus 
freeing such organs as the colon and gall bladder. 
With the improved operative technique of today, 
skilful surgery is not attended by much danger 
from adhesions. 


I consider the chief cause of intestinal adhe- 
sions to be inflammation. Any inflammatory 
process continued long enough is capable of 
causing adhesions to form. During inflamma- 
tion there occurs an out-pouring of lymph from 
the affected parts and within a short time this 
leads to a growth of connective tissue or scar 
tissue. Such tissue is of a tough, fibrous nature 
and will tend to bind the parts together in such 
a manner as to limit movement. 


With ,the forming of considerable fibrous 
tissue, the intestine becomes greatly hampered 
and the characteristic sign of this interference 
is a stubborn constipation. The patient may diet 
very faithfully without securing relief from the 
sluggish state, as long as the adhesions are not 
removed. 

This will explain to some of you why it is that 
sluggishness of the intestinal elimination fails to 
yield to a better dieting regimen. In addition to 
constipation the patient may develop such symp- 
toms as tenderness, distress after meals, and ex- 
cessive intestinal gas. Usually he notes a con- 
tinual tired sensation. An underweight condi- 
tion is very common. 


Prolapsus is ordinarily associated with adhe- 
sions, the prolapsus or falling of the abdominal 
organs having preceded the appearance of the 
adhesions. As the organs become more and more 
prolapsed, they tend to rub against each other. 
The constant irritation thus produced by the 
rubbing together of the surfaces plays a most 
important role in favoring adhesions. 

Once the patient develops inflammation fol- 
lowed by adhesions, the intestinal tract appar- 
ently absorbs poisons far more readily then is 
the case when the colon is healthy. A severe 
intestinal poisoning then results which often 
serves as a contributing cause in producing 
rheumatism, arthritis, epilepsy, and other dis- 
orders. 

A marked state of prolapsus, accompanied by 
severe adhesions, is often associated with 
changes in the size and shape of the colon. The 
colon loses its normal evenness of contour and 
may be greatly ballooned or pouched in some 
parts and becomes narrow in other parts. Such 
changes are easily found by examining the 
patient under the fluoroscope or by taking X-ray 
pictures. The prolapsus, adhesions and changed 
shape, taken altogether, indicate that the colon 
has lost its normal condition of health and has 
become unhealthy. This lack of health in the 
large intestine is then frequently reflected in a 
general state of poor health.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—B. B. asks: “What is auto-in- 
toxication and what is the cause? I hear this 
term used quite frequently but do not under- 
stand it.” 

ANSWER: Auto-intoxication is a term which 
indicates a self-poisoning from toxins produced 
within the body which have not been properly 
eliminated. This is a condition which precedes 
practically every disease. If you wish to know 
about it I suggest that you write for the special 
article on the subject which I have prepared. 

QUESTION: H. D. asks: “What would be the 
cause of a pulse rate of 105 when completely at 
rest? Late examination shows not one sign of 
definite disorder.” 

ANSWER: It is difficult for me to advise you 
concerning the rapid heart action without being 
able to examine you. A number of conditions 
might cause this, among them being: Valvular 
leakage of the heart, hyperthyroidism, the pre- 
sence of a tumor, etc. However, probably the 
most common cause is gas pressure, especially 
when the patient has had a recent examination 
and no serious trouble has been found. In some 
cases when the patient is particularly nervous, 
the rapid heart action is due primarily to a ner- 
vous heart condition.

The possible variations of pl°y of 
@ given hand are at once a source 
of pleasure and mental pain. It is 
exciting and, therefore, for most of 
us pleasureful, to track down the 
one winning line of play through a 
maze of alternative lines.. But it 
cannot be denied that such search 
produces headaches as well as tri- 
umphs. The real victim of bridge 
complexity is the bridge writer, In 
order to illustrate the points he 
seeks to impress he must select, or 
invent example hands. This is where 
the “catch” comes in. He may wish 
to illustrate the correct defense on 
a certain type of hand. Woe be to 
him, however, if in his concentra- 
tion upon that point alone, he over- 
looks a possible counter-attack that 
declarer can wage on his “best de- 
fense"'! 

All this is a sort of preamble by 
which I express my sympathy in 
the British Bridge World magazine, 
who presents the following hand 
to prove a point: 


Gouth was the declarer at a three 
no trump contract. I now quote: 
“West opened his fourth best heart. 
East won with the king and played 


a heart back. Declarer now played 
a small diamond from dummy and 
the critical moment had come. See 
what happens if East plays low. 
South finesses the ten, West wins) 
and clears the hearts. But on the) 
next round of diamonds the king 
falls and South goes game with two 
spades, two hearts, four diamonds, 
and one club. But if East rises to 
the occasion and plays his diamond 
king, the hand is saved. South wins 
and plays the ten of diamonds, but 
West naturally holds off. He wins) 
the third round, however, and clears 
his hearts. Now South cannot estab- 
lish any tricks in clubs without) 
allowing West to obtain the lead, 
and the game is saved with three) 
hearts, a diamond, and a club. 

“Tt is true that, even if East fails| 
to put up his diamond king at the 
second trick, West can save the sit- 
uation by refus’ng to put his queen 
on the ten, but such a play hardly 
ig possible, because West cannot 
read the position and may be giv- 
ing up a vital trick.” | 

Let it be understood that I agree 
thoroughly with the idea that East 
should put up his diamond king in- 
stead of following with a low dia- 
mond. But just to show you what 
pitfalls await us poor authors, I re- 
gtet to say that in this particular 
hand that play would not have de- 
feated the contract unless declarer 
overlooked his opportunity, A 
master in the South seat still would 
bring home the bacon. He would 
take the diamond king and lead the 
ten. Obviously, West would have to 
hold off with his queen, but this

Standing 


As Example Of Beauty 


By ALICIA HART 
Perfect posture is one of the first 
requisites of real beauty. No matter 
how pretty her face or lovely her 
hair and eyes are, the gitl whose 
stomach protrudes, chest caves in 
and shoulders slump or are too 


stiffly backward simply won't be a 
beauty in the fullest sense of the 
term, If one is to be thought truly 


| beautiful, one must sit, stand and 


walk correctly —beoutifully. 


Begin by straightening our your 
backbone, No exaggerated curve in 
the center of it, please, Jusi forget 
ell you have been told about keep- 
ing shoulders back, chin up and in 
and think only of your spinal co!- 
umn, Once you have learned to 
hold your spine in as straight 4 
line as possible, the other points of 
good posture become nothing at all 


to worry about. 


UNCURVING YOUR BACKBONE 

First of all, lie flat on the floor 
with arms at sides, knees bent s0 
weight of legs rests on balls of feet. 
Now tilt the base of your spine 
slightly upward from the floor, at 
the same time pressing the rest of 
the backbone firmly against the 
hard surface. — 

Notice how stomach disappears, 


how chest is elevated. If there is| 


any space at all between the center 
of your back and the floor, you are 
not doing the exercise correctly. 
Keep on trying until you can feel 
pressure on every vertebra except 
the four or five bottom ones. 

Now get up and stand about a 
foot awey from the wall, Let your 
body fall gently backward until the 
center of backbone touches the 
wall. Hold the position a few sec- 
onds. When it no longer makes you 
miserable to have the middle of 
your spinal column flat against the 
hard surface, straighten shoulders 
and knees, 


STAND AGAINST WALL 
WITH SPINE TOUCHING 

Do the two posture exercises for 
five minutes’ every day for two 
weeks, And whenever you are 
standing against a wall, try to keep 
the center of your’ backbone 
against it. Sooner than you think, 
you'll begin to stand, walk and sit 
more gracefully, And if back is 
straight, chest will be high, stom- 
ach flat, hips tilted forward.

EMPLOYMENT IN 
CANADA LOWER 
FOR DECEMBER 


OTTAWA, Jen. 31 — Industrial 
employment in Canada dropped by 
78,288 persons in December, the 
Dominion bureau of statistics re- 
ported today Statements from 
10,487 employers showed 1,081,471 
on payrolis at Jan. 1, compared 
with 1,159,759 on Dec, 1. 

The crude index, based on the 
1926 average as 100, fell from 121.6 
at Dec, 1 to 113.4 at Jan, 1. Index 
figure at Jan. 1, 1937, was 103.8. 

After correction for seasonal in- 
fluences, the Jan. 1 index was 121.4 
compared with 119.1 at Dee, 1, In 
the last few months the corrected 
indices have been at their highest 
seasonal mark since 1929.

In addressing the 106th Annual 
Meeting of The Bank of Nova Scotia 
in Halifax, N.S., on the 26th instant, | 
Mr. J. A. McLeod, President, spoke, 
in part, as follows: | 

“When at some vantage point in the 
future the chronicle of recent times is 
written, the historian may well describe 
the year which has just closed as one 
of momentous and sudden change. In 
the spheres of politics and economics, 
1937 has been marked by a series of 
‘scares’ and crises, the general effect of 
which is to convey an impression of | 
growing confusion, While certain de- 
velopments have been highly disquiet- 
ing, others have been decidedly en- 
couraging. To strike a balance, to 
distinguish the long-run trends from 
the changes of the moment, is a task 
which must be left to the historian. 
It may, however, be of some value to 
outline certain of the outstand @ 
changes and particularly one or two | 
of great significance to the immediate 
future of Canadian business. 

“The changes of which we are most 
constantly kept aware through the 
medium of the daily press are those in | 
the broad field of international politics.

Continued Revival of World Trade 


“Cone of the most favourable develop- 
ments of the past year has been the 
notable expansion in the volume of 
world trade. Despite the multiplicity 
of economic and political barriers, the 
international movement of goods was 
substantially larger this year than in 
1936 and indeed was close to the pre- 
depression level of 1929, According to 
the figures published by the Economic 
Section of the League of Nations, the 
aggregate volume of world trade was 
roughly 15°% greater during the first 
nine months ot 1937 than during the 
corresponding period of the previous 
year, ‘The slow expansion of trade 
which characterized the early years of 
revival was accelerated in the latter 
half of 1936 and the first half of 1937. 
By the second quarter of the past year, 
the League of Nations’ Index at length 
reached the level prevailing in 1929. 
While in the third quarter the upward 
movement was arrested and followed 
by a moderate decline, the Index still 
remained substantially higher than at 
any time in 1936, 

“One of the principal reasons for 
this encouraging increase in -inter- 
national trade is to be found in the 
improvement in the relationship be- 
tween the prices of raw materials and 
those of finished products which oc- 
curred in 1936 and in the early part 
of 1937, From the middle of 1936 to 
March of the past year quotations for 
raw materials rose substantially and 
in some cases abruptly, while prices of 
finished products increased but moder- 
ately. hus the large number of 
countries whose prosperity is heavily 
dependent upon the market for raw 
materials enjoyed an increase in the 
value and volume of their exports. 
The effect of this development was in 
part to improve the trade balances of 
such countries and in part to permit 
a considerable increase in their im- 
ports. In this way, the stronger de- 
mand for raw materials on the part 
of Europe and the United States was 
soon reflected in wider markets for 
the manufactured products of these 
industrial nations in the raw material- 
producing areas of the world, 

“It may be that this improvement 
is passing, for since March prices of 
raw materials have been falling. If 
commodity markets strengthen—and 
recently there have been indications of 

reater firmness-—the bulk of the gain 
in world trade may well be maintained 
and followed by further expansion.” 


Stability of Vercign Eschanges 
Important Factor 


“Another factor which has facilitated 
the improvement in international trade 
has been the approximate stability of 
the foreign exchanges. With the le 
exception of the French franc, 
main currencies of the world have been | 


fairly steady during the it year. 
Above all, the exchange rate between 
sterling and the U.S. dollar and the 


related currencies of the ‘shorting bloc’ 
and those which are in the orbit of | 
the dollar have shown practically no 
change. The fact that the recent sharp

a complete system of exchange and 
trade controls by Japan. Generally 
speaking, though some progress was 
made in the direction of freer trade,

remained, 


“Now that the recovery in trade | 


appears for the moment. to have been 
interrupted, it is more important than 


ever that further steps should be taken | 
| to lower the barriers which still ob- 
jstruect the flow of 


oods from one 
country to another, ‘Today as formerly 
the ctged of initiative lies primarily 
in the hands of the great creditor 
nations and above all in those of Great 
Britain and the United States, For 
this reason, the recent opening of trade 
negotiations between these two coun- 
tries is of the greatest significance. 
A treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain would tend to reduce 
the barriers to trade over a very large 
part of the world. A truly successful 
agreement would hold vast promise for 
the further revival of trade and thus 
for the continuance of world recovery. 
The price of success is a willingness to 
make concessions in the spirit of give 
and take, not only by the two parties 
directly involved but also by Canada 
and the other British Dominions.” 


Recession in the United States 


“Before turning to the state of busi- 
ness in Canada, I should like to say 
something about another development 
of major importance to Canadian busi- 
ness—namely the recent recession in 
the United States. As is well known, 
business activity in that country has 
declined sharply since mid-Summer. 
From August to November, the latest 
month for which complete data are 
available, the Federal Reserve Board's 
Index of Industrial Production fell by 
no fess than 23°% while Factory Em- 
sloyment, according to the official 
Todas, decreased by 8%. 

“Although the business situation 
previous to last August did not suggest 
the possibility of such sudden and 
drastic declines, there was perhaps a 
good reason to expect some interrup- 
tion in the upward trend. The least 
favourable element in the situation was 
the failure of private investment to 
increase, as was shown by the small 
volume of new capital financing and 
the continued low level of construction 
work. There had also been some re- 
duction in expenditures on the part 


of the Government and a pronounced | 


decline in.the amount of inflationary 
deficit financing. In addition, pur- 
chases of equipment and supplies on 
the part of the railways had been 
considerably reduced. Inventory losses 
resulting from the fall in commodity 
srices, rising wage costs and serious 
faboue disturbances had induced an 
attitude of caution in the business 
community. In addition, the infla- 
tionary pressure of the huge volume 
of unused banking resources had been 
lowered by the financial measures taken 
last Spring, while statements by govern- 
ment officials accentuated uncertainty 
as to the outlook for commodity prices 
and gold. 

“In one respect the situation was 
similar to that prevailing in 1929. Raw 
material prices were declining and 
certain costs were tending to increase. 
There was, however, no serious accu- 
mulation of world stocks of raw _ma- 
terials such as that which marked the 
year before the depression. In other 
important respects, too, the situation 
was essentially different from and more 
favourable than that of 1929, There 
was no stringency in the money markets, 
indeed there was still a plethora of 
idle funds awaiting investment. Though 
many of the heavy industries had ex- 

rienced a marked improvement, there 

nad been no sustained boom por had 
there been more than a very moderate 


expansion in the amount of new con-| 


struction. Furthermore, there had been 
no reduction in farm buying power but 
rather a substantial increase.” 


Background Does Not Indicate 
Another Deprevsion 


“In the light of these facts, it is 
clear that the economic background 
was not conducive to the onset of

Pronounced Improvement in 
Canadian Business 


“Looking back over 1957 it is ap- 
parent that business in Canada was 
| rvuch better than during the previous 
| year, Production of minerals, forest 
products and manufactures as well as 
of many farm products showed sub- 
stantial gains. Pideed. with the single 
exception of wheat, output of almost 
every major commodity was greater 
than in 1936. Prices were on the 
javerage considerably higher, despite 
| the declining tendency of recent months 
As a result of this expansion of pro- 
duction and rise in the price level, the 
national income of Canada was notably 
larger than in 1936, A_ provisional 
estimate, based on general statistics 
of production and prices, suggests an 
increase of from &'j, to 10°% in the 
money income of the nation. 

“One of the most encouraging fea- 
tures of this general improvement was 
the further marked advance in the 
volume of employment and the con- 
| sequent reduction in the relief rolls. 
According to this Bank's estimates, 
which cover all industries except agri- 
culture and the public services, there 
were on the average about 7°, more 
wage-earners at work in 1937 than in 
1936. At the same time, there was a 
marked reduction in the number of 
persons receiving relief, excluding of 
course farm relief which owing to the 
drought in Saskatchewan was much 
greater. The last statement released 
by the Minister of Labour, that for 
November 40th, shows a total of 
507,000 persons — potential workers, 
their dependents and unemployable 
—in receipt of relief. Though still 
very formidable, this total is approxi- 
mately one-third lower than was the 
case a year earlier, In this connection, 

reat credit is due to the National 
Employment Commission, which 
through its careful studies, has indi- 
cated the precise nature of the probiem 
of unemployment relief and has recom- 
mended appropriate policies to assist 
in its solution.”

“In the field of manufacturing gener- 
ally, the most striking development 
was the acceleration of improvement 
in the industries producing durable 
goods, such as irou and steel, machinery, 
automobiles and electrical apparatus.

“Even the long depressed building 
trades were busier, though the value 
of construction contracts awarded 
during 1937 was still far below pre- 
depression levels, Ln response to rising 
individual incomes, and assisted by 
the Dominion Housing Act and the 
Home Improvement Plan, more houses 
were built and existing dwellings were 
improved, ‘There was & moderate

The greater income of the 
primary industries of mining, forestry 
and agriculture has resulte directly 
from improved conditions in foreign 
markets, The disbursement. of export 
receipts, and the large amount con- 
tributed by the tourist trade, has been 
reflected throughout the entire struc- 
ture of business. Among the secondary 
industries not direetly stimulated by 
external demand, those manufacturing 
consumers’ goods were the first to feel 
the benefit of rising income in the ex 
port industries. With the steady in 
crease in the national income, the need 
for replacement and enlargement. of 


been gradually translated into expand 
ing demand with the result that pro- 
duction of durable goods, including 
construétion work, has risen consider 
ably. As T have already pointed out,

“The spread of recovery and the 
improvement in the heavy industries 
have been associated with a sharp rise 
in the value of import trade, During 
the first eleven months of the past year 
imports were valued at $756 millions, 
representing an increase of no less than 
30°% over the corresponding period of 
1936, This development. is in no sense 
a cause for concern, It is, rather, a 
| striking indication of the broadening 
nature of recovery.” 


Imports Rise 


“Canada’s international position re- 
mains very strong. While imports rose 
more rapidly than exports, thereby 
reducing the ‘favourable’ balance of 
merchandise trade, the net receipts 
arising from tourist expenditures in 
creased appreciably. Over the whole 
field of our current international trans 
actions, it appears that there will be 
a heavy credit balance. Though the 
credit balance over all is unlikely to 
be as great as the unprecedented total 
of around $300 millions in 1936, it 
may well be in the neighbourhood of 
$250 millions. At a time of uncer- 
tainty in economic conditions abroad, 
our strong international position is an 
asset of no small value 

“In conclusion, it may be said that 
with the notable exception of the 
|‘drought’ area, the state of business 
in Canada has been steadily improving 
If economic and political affairs beyond 
our borders were of a generally favoyr- 
able nature, we could look to the future 
with assurance. With conditions abroad 
as they are, however, it is clear that 
the immediate outlook hinges princi 


the United States. A resumption of 
recovery to the south of the inter- 
national boundary would undoubtedly 
suve this country from any marked 
recession in business activity. From 
a longer-term standpoint, the prospects 
for Canadian business must depend 
upon the development of world trade 
and upon the settlement of interna- 
tional political difficulties.”’

IMMEDIATE ACTION 

Report of the committee said it 
“embodies the immediete action 
recommended to rectify the exist- 
ing situation and the directing of 
attention to further methods of im- 
provement by adjusting the ad- 
verse balance of opportuniy cre- 
ated by war service and, this ad- 
justment having been accomplished 
@s a national service organization, 
to place the services of the Legion 
at the disposition of the country 
in the general problem of rehab- 
ilitation and unemployment.” 

Taking the recommendations of 
the War Veterans’ Assistance com- 
mission in sequence, the committee 
urged favorable consideration of! 
applications for aid from existing | 
veteran workshops where they/ 
were justifying themselves. Includ- 
ed was a recommendation that 
where these workshops were qual- 
ified to embark on probational 
training, under the scheme of the 
pensions department, they be 
allo-ved to do so, | 


PROBATIONAL TRAINING | 
Regarding the probational train- 
ing in which the government ab- 
sorbs 50 per cent of the wage cost 
of reconditioning selected veterans 
into accustomed trades, the com- 
mittee asked that the provision re- 
stricting it to men who saw service! 
in the actual theatre of war be 
modified and that it be made tc 
include men who enlisted at the 
age of 21 or under, irrespective of 
their active service experience. | 
&Purchase on payment plan of 
tools and provision of transporta- 
tion for unemployed veterans was 
approved with the change that the 
transportation maximum be raised 
to $25 instead of $10 where those; 
™Men were “proceeding to definite 
employment in any occupation.” 
SURVEY APPROVED 
The committee endorsed the sug- 
gestion the government finance na- 
tional headquarters of the corps of 
commissionaries beyond the end of 
the present fiscal year. | 
It also approved the proposal 
urging a survey of government de-| 
partments in connection with em-| 
ployment of veterans. In this re-| 
gard the committee added its rec-/| 
ommendations that the survey! 
include civil service positions com- 
monly filled by “patronage” with | 
a view to eliminating this. | 
On employment of war veterans 
on government construction jobs it 
esked that 25 per cent be estab- 
lished as a “reasonable minimum.” 
The committee also suggested that 
firms doing business with the gov- 
ernment be required to supply in- 
formation relating to the percent- 
age of war vet.rans they employ.
